The United States attracted 
more foreign students to its 
schools in 1957-58 than ever be- 
fore in its history, the Institute 
of International Education re- 
ported in a survey released today. 
This country continued to lead 
the free world in the education 
of foreign persons, with 43,391 
students and scholars coming to 
study in 1861 American schools 
from 145 countries—-some as re- 
mote as Basutoland and the Fiji 
'slands.

Doors,’ an annual 
statistica report on educational 
exchange: (1) the typical foreign 
student in the United States is 
a Far Easterner majoring in

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in one out of three cases, 
interested, especially if he 
engineer, in employment afté 
graduation with the 
branch of a US. corporation. The 
statistical “he,” it might be 
added, is also prone to be an 
actual “he,” with men students 
still outnumbering women more 
than three to one. The only coun- 
try to send more women than 
men was the Philippines. 
Figures in “Open Doors” ar¢ 
the result of five surveys con- 
ducted by the Institute throug 
out each academic year. Besides 
exchange of students, they report 
on foreign physicians training in 
the United States, foreign sch»!- 
ars serving on American facui- 
ties, and American faculty mem- 
bers teaching or doing research 
abroad.
